Bowros, Mass, June 2—Governor Butler
having refused to sign the warrauts for the
payment of the monthly pay roll of the
various State institations under the charge
of the Btate Board of Health, ex.Governor
Talbott, of the board, bus addressed a long
letter to the Governor, reinforced by the
opinion ol ex Governor’ Gaston, to 'the
effect that the oflicers appointed by the
board are not required to take the oath of
office, a8 claimed by the Governor. Tal-
bott's letter is & very strong one, and calls
the Governor's attention to the fact that
large nnmbera of dependént employes,
some of them women, have their pay
withbeld, and are needy creditors of
the Commesnwealth, whose claims the
State isbound by law_to respect.
The Board is unable to eay il the Gov-
ernor's uction is based on the advice of his
counsel, or is the result of his own judg-
ment, and also wishes to ascertain whether
his action js based on the form or the sub-
stance of the claims in question. The
Board bolds that the Governor has no right
to withbold his approval of the claim due
an appointee of the Doard, and the letter
hints that legal prosecation may be neces-
sary to enforce these claips. The letter
says the authority and discretion of the
Executlve is a proper and wholesome sub-
ject for every citizen' to discass, and the
ullusion to it in the letter must not be
taken as discourteous.
